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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the fourth office action for US Application 09/577,31 1 for a Method and 
Apparatus for Mounting an Electric Water Pump filed by Philip E. Chalberg et al. on May 
23, 2000. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Leonard Tachner on November 6, 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claim 9, line 6, the words "first 
mating elements" have been deleted, and replaced with - - columns of slots - -. Claim 9, 
line 10, the words "second mating element" have been deleted, and replaced with - - 
hook - Claim 9, line 12, the words "first and second mating elements" have been 
deleted, and replaced with - - at least one hook and one of said slots, - Claim 10, line 

2, the words "first mating elements" have been replaced with - - slots - -. Claim 10, line 

3, the words " first mating elements" have been replaced with - - slots - -. Claim 1 1 , line 
2, the words "second mating element as a hook configured" have been deleted and 
replaced with the word - - hook - Claims 12 and 13 have been canceled. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art does not disclose a cantilever apparatus with a stand that 
has a support plate and a slotted plate extending perpendicularly to the support plate 
and being affixed thereto, the slotted plate having a plurality of elongated slots arranged 
in at least four columns at selected spaced-apart locations; an electric motor-operated 
device, and at least one hook extending from the device for insertion through a selected 
one of the said slots for hanging the device on the stand on a selected one of the first 
and second pair of columns. The prior art also fails to disclose positioning an electric 
water pump adjacent a tub wall comprising the steps of forming the stand, providing the 
slots, placing the stand adjacent a tub wall, forming the hook integral to the pump, and 
mating the hook with one of the slots. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
